Last year the Dominion Govern 
ment collected revenue amounting 
to almost $45 per head of the en- 
tire population of the country. 
But that is not the whole of the 
bad news. The revenue came 
short of meeting the expenditure 
by 86 millions. The year before 
there was a balance on the wrong 
side of the account of 91 millions 
lor the present year the estimates 
have ‘been cut 138 millions, but 
revenue is falling, and there is u 
gap of 130 millions between the 
expected income and the intended 
outlay. That possible—or prob- 
eble—deficit is larger by six mil 
lion dollars than the whole sum 
that was spent upon consolidated 
account in 1914! 

Tt seems to be in order to re- 
mark here that the Kaiser has not 
yet been hanged. Germany is not 
paying for its wer. Nor for the 


riotous waste of public money that | 


went on under pretence and cover 
of war expenditure. Nor for the 
jovbery palmed off on the country 
when MacKenzie and Mann were 
allowed to unload their debts and 
deficit-producing railways on the 


taxpayers and were paid ten mil- | 


lions in real money for doing it. 
Nor for tthe habits of extrava- 
gance learned by our Government 
during war time and not yet 
wholly recovered from. But these 
things have to ‘be paid for, and it 

the Oamadian taxpayer who is 
loing it, or doing as much in that 
way as parliament has found the 
means and the courage to make 
him do. The balance is being 
charged up, to be paid in future, 
with interest, by the same party 

Comparisons are sometimes 
odious, but no more s0 than the 
facts which have to be faced in 
this connection, and they may be 
illuminating.
